Question XIY. What Preachers have Lied during the Past 
Year? 

Eev. George W. Moore was born in Charleston, S. C., Sep- 
tember 27th, 1799, and was converted to God in 1819. He was 
licensed to preach in 1823, and admitted on trial in the South 
Carolina Conference in 1824. From this period up to the close 
of 1862, except a few years of local relationship, he did the work 
and shared the joys and sorrows of a faithful itinerant preach- 
er. Brother Moore was faithful, efficient, and successful in the 
vrork of his sacred calling, never shunning to declare the coun- 
cil of God, nor to assert his uncompromising opposition to 
sin, in whatever form developed, or in whatever circles practiced. 

He was one of the first to enter the mission field among the 
colored population of our state. In that unpretending and 
self-sacrificing work he spent many years of his ministerial life. 

He was a missionary to the blacks when a supernumerary re- 
lation was granted him at the Conference of 1862, held in Spar- 
tanburg. His remaining days — which were few — were spent in 
special attention to that class of our population in the above- 
named town. The reward of faithfully preaching the Gospel to 
the poor is his. “He ceased at once to work and live^^ at 
Providence camp-ground, Anderson district, S. C., on Sunday, 
August 16th, at 3 o’clock, p. m. He died in the pulpit, at the 
close of his first prayer in the afternoon service, with the Bible 
and Hymn-book as his pillow, and his brethren of the ministry 
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and laity as his mourners. His last words were words of 
prayer — his last act an act of worship. 

“ Servant of God, well done.” 

Rev. Paul A. M. Williams was born in Colleton district, S. 
C., January 4t.h, 1816; converts October, 1830 ; licensed to 
preach October, 1836.; was admitted on trial in the South Caro- 
lina Conference January, 1837 ; and closed his earthly career at 
his residence, in St. Bartholomew’s parish, January, 1863. 
He maintained an effective relation to the Church up to 1859, 
when his declining health compelled him to become superannu- 
ated. He was amiable in character and studious in his habits. 
For many years he served the South* Carolina Conference as 
secretary ; and in all the various departments of service in the 
Church was prompt, vigorous, and faithful. His disease was of 
such a nature as materially to affect his intellect, and it was 
perceptible that the power of his mind was failing. There 
was not, consequently, any outspoken testimony as to his spir- 
itual condition previous to his departure, but the record of a 
good life gives assurance that he sleeps in Jesus. 

Archibald B. McGilvray was born in the Isle of Skye, on 
the coast of Scotland; came to America in 1806; joined the 
South Carolina Conference in 1832, and died in Greenville, S. 
C., on the 9th of June, 1863. Brother McGilvray was a modest, 
cheerful, and agreeable man — a faithful friend and good citizen. 
As a minister of Christ he was holy, laborious, and useful. 

The committee are sorry they have not been able to obtain 
any minute particulars of his last sickness and death. He suf- 
fered long and painfully with dropsy of the chest, which he 
bore with manly fortitude and Christian patience. The 
brethren who saw Brother McGilvray during his illness found 
him cheerful, resigned, and waiting for his change. On the 
day before his death, and in immediate view of that event, he 
praised God aloud, and so passed away. The brethren of the 
Conference will long miss his cheerful face from among them ; 
-but he has gone to his reward. 

Lindsay Carr Weaver was born in Spartanburg district, S. 
C., November 16th, 1837, and died at Bishopville, Sumter dis- 
trict, February 28th, 1863. He was converted and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 1858, while a student at 
Wofford College. In July, 1859, he graduated; and in the fol- 
lowing December, having been previously licensed to preach, 
he was admitted on trial in the South Carolina Conference. 
In 1860 he travelled the Sumter Circuit, and in 1861 was ap- 
pointed to the Yorkville Station. Here, in the early pari of 
ftie year, his health failed — on account of which he was com- 
pelled to retire from the regular work to a more quiet life. At 
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the end of this year he was elected and ordained a deacon, and 

granted a supermimerary relation — which relation he sustained 

until his death. There was in Brother Weaver the promise of 

much usefulness. He was amiable in spirit, uncompromising 

in integrity, unflinching in zeal, and abundant in good If 

works, during hi^ short career among us as a travelling 

preacher. He died in the faith, and his end wag peace.

EBPOET OF THE MISSIONAEY BOAED. 

The close of our ecclesiastical year brings us to the celehrir 
tion of another anniversary of the Missionary Society of th6 
South Carolina Conference — on which occasion we greet our 
brethren with the profoundest gratitude to Almighty God f&t 
the protection be has afforded our Zion, through so large a por- 
tion of our state, in these times of distress. And although our 
cause, in common with our loved country, has suffered some 
reverses from the invasion by the enemy — several of our mission^ 
having fallen within his lines — these misfortunes have neither 
dampened the ardor of our zeal, nor paralyzed our hopes of 
ultimate success. It is a sufficient guaranty of our finfA 
triumph, 'that it is the Lord’s work in which we are engaged. 

A review of the history of our society for the past throA 
years of our political struggle, will furnish additional cafise of ‘ 
thanksgiving to the God of missions. 

No period in our history affords us a better opportunity Of 
marking both the heroic ffidelity of the missionary pastors, and 
the salut&ry effects of the Gospel they preach, upon the minds 
of the African race, than the present. 

The efforts of our missionaries have not only looked to the 
elevation of the moral status of the servant — evolving the great 
central truths of the Bible, more immediately connected with 
the plan of salvation — ^but making him'conteiited with his sociatl 
condition, by marking and defining, from the same Book, hm 
civil relation to that master, to whose government and protec- 
tion Providence has committed him. 

It is to these instructions we ascribe, in no small de^ee, the 
loyalty of so many slaves — who, in the day of trial, choose to 
remain true to their owners,, rather than to purchase thefr 
homes and comfilrts at the fictitious value of a nominal freedom 
under Northern misrule. 

It is a matter of no ordinary gratification to know that, while 
the political ravings of demagogues, and the cant of politico- 
ecclesiastics, have succeeded in the subverBion of the govem- 

' B 
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mental fabric erected by our forefathers, and in the dissolution 
of the once powerful Union, that the labors of our mission- 
aries have been so strengthening to those domestic ties that 
bind the slaves to their masters, that neither Abolition proclam^ 
ations tendering them liberty, nor the alluring promises of a 
levelling democracy, have been able to sever them. 

But while our attention as a Missionary Church has been 
especially directed to evangelizing the slave population of the 
Confederate States, we have never ceased to otter the Word of 
Life to all classes of our fellow-beings. Even in these times of 
unparalleled calamity, while struggling for our existence as a 
nation against a foe three-fold our number, the Church has not 
expunged a single mission from her list of appointments, for 
want of men or means to supply the work. 

It is true we have been forced, by this cruel war, to retreat at 
some points; but the same dreadful scourge that has driven us 
from some portions of our work, has been overruled by the 
l^rovidence of God to the opening a new and more ample mis- 
sionary enterprise to the zeal and liberality of the Church. 

The Macedonian cry, from every regiment and hospital con- 
Btected with our army, has reached the ears and, hearts of our 
people everywhere. Chaplains have entered many of the doors 
of usefulness thus Providentially opened, and have accom- 
plished much good in their respective charges. But still the 
laborers are few to reap those fields already white unto the 
harvest. 

Missionaries have been loudly called for, and many of our 
most pious and talented ministers have responded to those 
calls.* Yet the demand is not met. The trophies, however, 
already won by those who have gone forth in this noble work, 
admonish us to increase our efforts to enlarge our corps of mis- 
sionary laborers to the more destitute portions of our army. 

And while there is no field so arduous as that of an army 
mission^ there is none that promises so rich a reward to the 
laborer when his work is closed. Though the groans of the 
dying may fall upon his ears, and his eyes look upon the man- 
gled and the dead, yet he finds unspeakable relief in lighting 
the dying defenders of his country through the valley and 
i^hadow of death, and in training the survivors of the war for 
positions of usefulness in Church or State, on the return of 
peace. Never has the Church been laid under such imperative 
obligations to exert herself in these operations, as at present. 
In these times of distress and blood, the call from our Presi- 
dent includes every available man throughout our national 
bounds. Let them go, but not alone. Let their missionaries 
go with them. Let the familiar voice to which ihey have been 
accustomed to listen at home, be heard in the camp, the hospi- 
tal, and, especially, upon the gory tuff on the day of deadly 
conflict, ottering its soothing consolation to the departing 
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spirits of those who, like their revolutionary ancestors, have 
sacrificed their lives, their fortunes which they had pledged, a« 
well as their sacred honor, upon the altar of liberty.

The following preamble and resolutions, presented by F. A. 
Mood, were adopted by a rising vote : , 

More than a generation ago, when the dense slave populations 
•of the coast Were denied access to the means that would lead 
them to a knowledge of the only true God and of his Son, 
Jesus Christ, it pleased God, by his blessed Spirit, to awaken 
4eeply the heart of one of South Carolina’s noble men to his 
responsibility as a large slaveholder. Ho felt it to be his duty 
to provide at once for these dependent ones the blessed truths 
.and ordinances by which his own heart had been made to be at 
peace. Accordingly, a messenger was despatched to Rev. Wm. 
“Capers, H. D., of this Conference, than in the prime of his early 
ministry, who at that time was preaching in the City of 
Charleston. With the readiness to do good which marked 
the whole life of that eminent servant of God, he hastened to 
•obey the summons, and a few days afterward, in the neighbor- 
hood of Willtown Bluff, to a large congregation of slaves, he 
preached the Gospel of Jesus Christ. From that time we date 
the origin of that sublime missionary movement throughout 
the Southern States which, at the opening of the present revo- 
lution, had culminated in a colored membership in the Metho- 
• dist Episcopal Church, South, alone, largely in excess of the 

nnited membership of all Other missionary associations of the 
■world. 

In the mention of these facts, the members of this Society 
will recognize that venerable prince of missionary patrons. 
Colonel Lewis Morris. 

From the time of the organization of missionary labor 
4imong his slaves he gave personal attendance upon the preach- 
ing of the missionaries, and personal attention to the instruc- 
tion of his people in the Holy Scriptures and Catechisms. His 
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advanced age had, during the past year, developecf correspond- 
ing feebleness, and it had become painfully evident that his 
end was drawing near. During the summer the enemy made 
a sudden, advance up the -Edisto, and coming unexp^tedly 
upon the unsuspecting negroes of Colonel Morris^ plantations, 
drove them like a herd of wild beasts within their lines. In 
vain did these helpless and terrified ones, appalled at separa- 
tion from their master and benefactor, and Father in God, 
with tears and lamentations plead for mercy from our foe. 
With ruthless violence,' at the point of the bayonet, they were 
driven into boats, to be transported whence they could never 
return. The blow was overwhelming to our venerable friend 
and patron, and a few weeks afterward, at the hospitable house 
of the Missionary, Kev. P. G. Bowman, he “sweetly fell asleep 
in Jesus,” the Missionary having the melancholy satisfaction of 
listening to his dying utterances, and closing his dying eyes. 
Therefore, 

Resolved, That in the death of Colonel Lewis Morris the 
Christian world has lost the labors of a true and enlightened 
philanthropist; the Church of Christ the example and influ- 
ence of a truly Godly man; his family the genial presence of 
an honored and revered parent; the s^e the benevolent and 
prayerful love of a true friend; and this Society its earliest 
and One of its most enlightened and devoted patrons. 

• Resolved, That a page upon our journal be devoted to his 
memory. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be sent to the 
family of the deceased, and the Secretary secure their insertion 
in the Charleston papers.

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EDUCATIONAL. 

The following constitutes the Standing Committee on Edu- 
cation. A. M. Shipp, Chairman; James Stacy, T. K. Walsh, 
H. M. MoOd, S. B. Jones. The committee presented * their 
annual report as follows : 

REPORT OP TrfE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Education present th^ following report 
of the progress and present condition of the several insti- 
tutions of learning under the patronage of the Conference 
during the current year : • 

Wofford College. 

The tenth scholastic year commenced in Wolford College 
on the 1st October last. Eighteen students have been in 
attendance during the session, viz : two Seniors, two Juniors, 
seven Sophomores, and seven Freshmen. During the preced- 
ing session, beginning on the 6th day of January last, thir- 
ty-one students matriculated, viz : three Juniors, six Sopho- 
mores, and twenty- two Freshmen. The general deportment 
of the young men during the year has been unexceptionable, 
and their progress in studies, with a few exceptions, owing 
to deficient preparation, has been equal to that of former 
years. The trustees, in order to render the college more 
extensively useful to the public by adapting it, for the en- 
suing year, more accurately to a state of war, and, at the 
same time, to provide for the permanent success of the in- 
stitution on the return ‘ of peace, have passed the following 
resolutions, viz : 

Whereas, in consequence of the continuance of the war 
and the action of the conscript laws, the number of stu- 
dents in Wofford College must be necessarily small, and 
confined, for the most part, to the Sophomore and Freshmen 
classes; and whereas, also, the income of the college is wholly 
inadequate to meet the expenses of keeping the entire Faculty 
at the institution : therefore, 

Resolved, 1. That for the ensuing year instruction shall bo 
given to the students of college who may desire it, in pur- 
suance of the present course of studies, in connection, at the 
same time, with a High School, to be organized and governed 
by Prof. J. H. Carlisle, assisted by Prof. D. Duncan in the 
work of instruction, so far as college duties may allow. 

Resolved, 2. That the President, Dr. A. M. Shipp, ' be re- ^ 
quested, under the sanction of the Conference and the Bishop, * 
to apply to the friends of education to assist in completing 
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the endowmeht of the college, now imperiously demanded 
to insure a successful future to the institution. 

Resolved, 3. That the Bishops be respectfully requested^to 
reappoint Dr. Whitefoord Smith to pastoral work for the 
ensuing year. 

The * institution, temporarily modified as above, under the 
emergency of the times, can not fail to commend itself to , 
the special favor of the public ; and it is hoped that many, now 
greatly in want of good f)r'eparatory schools, will avail them- 
selves of the unusual advantages thus afforded. 

The committee take pleasure in stating that, about the 
middle of November, the work of securing the endowment 
of the college was begun by the President, Dr. A. M. Shipp, 
in the Districts of Spartanburg and Greenville. The aggre- 
gate amount pledged to the college within this short time 
is 361,000. Such an auspicious beginning inspires the hope 
that, should the like spirit of liberality pervade the remaining 
portions of our Conference, the magnificent enterprise may 
be successfully accomplished in the unprecedentedly short 
period of one year. . It is due to the distinguished liberality 
of the friends of the college who have contributed the above 
amount, that their names should have a permanent place in 
the public record of the institution. They are as follows, viz :

God, and leaving at an immeasurable distance below aU lesser, 
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grovelling, personal interests and feelings, animates and 
prompts to deeds of self-sacrifice, of valor, of devotion, and 
of^eath itself, for the good and glory of one’s country. It is 
due to their distinguished merits that a suitable monument 
shall convey to the coming ages their names and their virtues.

The trustees report this college in a .state of unusual pros- 
perity — number of scholars large, payments prompt, students 
healthy, well-behaved, and diligent, and union and harmony 
prevailing in every department of the college. 

By a change in classes, a refusal to promote those students 
who do not come up to the creditable standard, and the addi- 
tion of a resident graduating class, the standard of scholar- 
ship has been materially advanced. One-fourth of the whole 
number of last year’s students were required to pursue the 
same studies for another year, and, by the increased patron^ 
age of the present year, the trustees are led to believe that the 
public view accords with theirs, and prefers ripeness of scholar- 
ship to a hasty and superficial course. 

The Stewa^’s department nas been improved under the su- 
pervision of Mr. and Mrs. B.ethune, who have proved them- 
selves uHttsually qualified for the position which they occupy. 

More than one-third of the students are members of somo 
branch of the Christian Church. Forty-five are in communion 
in the Methodist Church, and regularly meet in class under the 
leadership of R..

It is gratifying to record the continued prosperity of this in-, 
stitution. The number of the pupils matriculated, during the 
current session, is one hundred and eighty-one. . Sixty-seven 
applications for admission have been declined for the "want of 
accommodation.

Davenport Female College, Lenoir, H. C. 

After the retirement of the Rev. R. H. Price from this insti- 
tution in December, 1862, the collegiate exercises were suspendr 
ed. An excellent village schocd was, however, kept up, under 
the supervision of Mrs. Wilbur, one of the former teachers 
in the college. In March, 1^63, the Rev. A. G. Stacy was 
unanimously elected President, and, with characteristic energy, 
he at once made preparation for the reopening of the in- 
stitution. After extraordinary efforts in procuring the ne- 
cessary supplies and securing patronage he commenced the 
regular exercises of the college on the 28th of May last. The 
President has been assisted by a full and thoroughly competent 
corps of instructors, and the various departments of a complete 
collegiate course, including music and the ornamental branches, 
have *been successfully carried On. The board of trustees 
take great pleas'ure in testifying to the eminent qualifications 
of Brother Stacy and his estimable lady, for the positions 
they have occupied so much to the satisfaction of the pa,trons 
of the college. 

Home influence is constantly brought to bear upon the 
pupils; they are treated not as boarders, but as a part of the 
President’s family. In September last a gracious work was 
experienced in the village of Lenoir and in the college, and a 
number* of the young ladies in the institution professed con- 
version. 

Amid all the difiiculties incident to the reorganization at an 
unpropitious time, the success of the institution has exceeded 
the most sanguine expectations of its friends, a larger number 
of pupils having been in attendance this year than at any 
former period. Six states in the Confederacy have been repre- 
sented, and in North Carolina ten counties. 

Ample provision has been made for the vigorous continuance 
of the institution, and its friends confidently predict for it 
a long and prosperous career. 

Under the present arrangement, the vacation takes place in 
the winter, to meet the wishes and suit the convenience of the 
patrons^ . • 

The next annual session will commence March 3, 1864, and 
end in December. ‘

SPIRITUAL WAKTS OF THE ARMY.

The committee appointed to consider the spiritual wants of 
the army, in connection with the obligations of the Conference, 
presented the following — 

Report : 

The Committee on the Religions Wants of the Army, having 
considered the subject referred to them, respectfully report : 

The destitution of ministerial labor among our citizen-soldiery 
is deplorably extensive; while, on the part of both officers and 
privates, there is a very general and increasing desire for the 
services of the Christian ministry. While these thousands of 
our people, called from life’s peaceful avocations, are presenting 
their magnanimous breasts and strong arms as their country’s 
- bulwark and palladium of her rights, none will question the 
duty of the Church to furnish them with preachers of the Word 
of Life. To argue this duty here, were but to offend the intel- 
ligence, the patriotism, the piety of our people ; for these men 
are not mercenaries — even then they should have the Gospel — • 
^ but have gone out from our homes, and their absence is the 
sorrow of nearly every family in our country. Our hearts are 
with them, and it is the spontaneous wish of all that they 
should enjoy the pulpit ministrations and the pastoral care of 
the Christ-commissioned ambassadors of peace and salvation. 
While this field is exceedingly inviting, exciting our tenderest 
sympathies and most earnest desires, it furnishes great encour- 
agement to enter and occupy it. 

Hundreds of our noble defenders have been converted from ^ 
the error of their ways, and have been added' to “the sacra- 
mental host of God’s elect;” while hundreds more, awakened 
to a sense of danger and of duty, are Seeking lift and peace in 
the blood, of the Lamb. An army of such men would be invin- - 
cible ; for their very piety would so link them on to Almighty 
love and power, while it bound them to every duty of the 
patriot soldier, as to furnish that combination of character so . 
tefsely expressed by a great English leader — “ Trust in God and 
keep your powder dryl” or, more happily, in the words of .a 
higher authority — “ We will rejoice in thy salvation,, and in the 
name of our God we will set up our banners !” Then think of 
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the reflex ioflueDce of such an army of converted Christian^ 
heroes on us at home; and when these men, having conquered 
for the country the tyranny which would enslave us, and for 
their own souls the worse tyranny of sin, shall lay their armor 
by, and return in peace and triumph — as they certainly shall, by 
the good hand of their God upon them — what a moral power 
they will exert in the homes and churches of our land I While, 
thefefore, everything binds us to our duty, the present and the 
future are full of encouragement and incentive to its steady, 
full, faithful prosecution. 

Entertaining such views, every pious heart, nay, every 
thoughtful mind, will at once perceive the indispensable impor- 
tance of prayer for our soldiers — not as soldiers merely, but as 
immortal beings — that, the Word of the Lord may have free 
course, and be glorified in their salvation. And, by the way, 
as our enemies are men-^erring, sinful men, as we are, yet men, 
nevertheless-^ — should we not pray to Him in whose hand are the 
hearts of all, to lead them to repentance, and turn them from 
their.wickedness — so making even our enemies to be at peace 
with us ? 

Our opinion, made up after somewhat extensive inquiry, is 
that chaplains have greater facilities for usefulness than can be 
secured by ministers not so intimately connected with the 
troops, and so sharing far less in their confidence and affection. 
Nevertheless, missionaries or evangelists, it is believed, may be 
usefully employed where no chaplains are in service. Upon the 
whole, however, we deem it very desirable that ministers ap- 
pointed to labor in the army should obtain appointments as 
chaplains wherever practicable ; nor can we refrain from the 
very decided expression of opinion that a chaplain suitable for 
the work — and none other should be appointed — shdhld remain 
steadfast, and faithful, and zealous in his holy work, with the 
approval of the Bishops, unless there should exist some imperi- 
ous reason for resigning his post. 

The following resolutions are suggested for adoption by the 
Conference, viz : 

Resolved, That the Presiding Bishop be, and he is hereby re- 
spectfully requested to appoint,' with their consent, so many of 
the members of this Conference as he may think proper to la- 
bor in the array. 

Resolved, That each preacher, so appointed, shall apply for 
and obtain, whenever practicable, a commission as chaplain ; 
and that, until such commission shall be obtained, he shall be 
regarded as a domestic missionary. 

Resolved, That the salaries of the chaplains be supplemented, 
and the salaries of the missionaries be fixed by the Mission 
Committee of this Conference. 

Resolved, That all money collected within this Conference 
c 
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for missionary purposes be sent to Rev. C. H. Pritchard, Treas- 
urer of the S. C. Conference Missionary Society. 

Resolved, That a committee of — be appointed by the Presid- 
ing Bishop to memorialize Congress to pass a law authorizing 
missionaries, appointed from this Conference, to purchase ra- 
tions and forage from quartermasters and commissaries on the 
terms on which they are furnished to the officers ; and to allow’ 
each chaplain forage and one horse. ^ 

Resolved, That we solemnly pledge ourselves, and earnestly 
invoke our people to continued prayer for the salvation and 
happiness of our soldiers.

Eeport on Sunday-schools. 

The committee to whom was referred the subject of Sunday- 
schools beg leave respectfully to report that, notwithstanding 
the distracted condition of the country, the Sunday-scliool in- 
terest has not abated during the past year, and in many places 
has been materially increased. We are gratified to learn that, 
notwithstanding the number of our male teachers absent in the 
army, their places have been filled, to a considerable extent, by 
the female members and friends of the Church. We are pleased 
to find that a neat and valuable sheet has been issued by Eev. 
J. W. Burke, of Macon, Ga., which supplies the place so well 
of oiir former Sunday-school Visitor, We have learned, also, 
with feeling of high gratification, of the establishment of Bible- 
classes in many places in our army, and of the increasing at- 
tention given to this subject by our chaplains. Your conunit- 
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tee would further state that it was thought advisable, in the 
circumstances of the country two years ago, to hold no Sunday- 
school Convention, which we think was a justifiable omission 
at the time, which need not be again repeated. We recommend 
to the Conference the adoption of the following resolutions: ' 

1. Resolved^ That we are, as ever, impressed with the impor- 
tance of the Sunday-school as the nursery of the Church, and 
that we will exert ourselves to foster the schools now in exist- 
ence, and establish others wherever practicable. 

2. Resolved, That we recommend a Sunday-school Conven- 
tion, some time during the ensuing spring, to be composed of 
one delegate from every Sunday-school society, or from the 
charge where no such society exists, and also one from every 
regiment within the bounds of the Conference, in which there 
arc Bible-classes — and that a committee of three be appointed 
to fix the time and place of such convention. 

Rev. W. A. McSwain, S. H. Browne, and G. Herbert, were 
appointed the committee under the resolution. 

3. Resolved, That we appreciate highly the efforts that have 
been made by Messrs. Townsend & North, and also J. W. 
Burke, to keep up our Sunday-school literature, and that we 
recommend to all our schools and people the publications they 
have issued. 

4. Resolved, That we consider it important that an Anniver- 
sary of the Sunday-schopl Society of the South Carolina Con- 
ference should be held at every session. 

5. Resolved, That we recommend to our Presiding Elders the 
propriety of urging upon all our pastors the necessity of ob- 
serving the disciplinary obligations to organize Bible-classes, 
and to observe catechetical instruction in all our churches, as 
far as practicable. 

6. Resolved, That a collection be taken in all our churches 
early in the year, and report to the Convention for application.

Financiaiv Plan. 

1. It shall be the duty of the board, after ascertaining the 
whole amount of claims against them, annually to apportion • 
the same to the several circuits and stations in the Conference 
district; and each preacher having charge of a circuit or sta- 
tion shall furnish his successor with the amount apportioned to 

his charge. * ' 

2. Bach preacher shall make all necessary eiforts to collect * 

the money apportioned to his charge by the board. « 

3. The preacher in charge of each circuit shall (at the close 

of the Conference year) fix the first appointment for his succes- ♦ 

sor at the church nearest the parsonage, or place of boarding; 
and shall allow him, thereafter, at least one week to arrange 
for the year, during which time (the day to be fixed the pre- 
ceding year by the preacher and steWafds) tbe stewards sdrU 
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hold the first meeting at the parsonage, or place of boarding, at 
which it shall be the duty of each steward to attend. 

4. Each board of stewards, respectively, shall ascertain the 
whole claim against the circuit for the current year, both for 
quarterage and travelling expenses, as definitely as possible j 
and they shall then make an estimate of the family expenses of 
the preacher or preachers of the circuit, including servants’ hire 
and house rent (if a house is to be rented), and the entire claim 
against the circuit for the current year shall be apportioned to 
the several congregations composing the circuit forthwith — each 
congregation to be notified immediately of the amount it is ex- 
pected to collect. 

5. The stewards shall divide the congregations composing the 
circuit among themselves, and shall make all necessary efforts 
to collect the amounts apportioned to them. 

6. it shall be the duty of the stewards to open subscription 
books in each congregation to meet the current claim; and 
they shall -^also cause public collections to be taken up, if they 
deem it necessary, for the same purpose. 

7. The stewards shall settle with the preachers quarterly, 
and to this end the subscriptions shall be taken m quarterly in- 
stalments. 

8. The Conference collections for the support of our super- 
annuated preachers, widows, and orphans of preachers, and to 
meet the claims of preachers deficient in quarterage, shall be 
taken up in each congregation as early in the year as practica- 
ble. 

9. The Board of District Stewards shall be a standing board 
for four years ; providedy nevertheless y that should any vacancy 
occur in the board, such vacancy shall be supplied by the Quar- 
terly Conference ; and each district steward shall be charged 
w’ith collecting the amount apportioned for the Presiding Elder 
to the circuit or station where he resides. 

10. The Board of District Stewards shall be charged with the 
work of supplying the district parsonage with suitable furni- 
ture, and shall be authorized to take up collections for this 
object in their respective charges. 

11. Each member of the joint board, and more especially the 
chairman thereof, shall feel it his duty to be active in endeavor- 
ing to improve the financial condition of the Church, by corres- 
pondence with the stewards of the several charges, by public 
addresses to the Church at suitable times, or in $ipy other way 
he may deem best. 

12. The Circuit Stewards shall make arrangepients .early in 

the year, if they deem it neeessary, to receive ifrom the. congre- 
gations assigned to them such provisions as they may 'be able 
to give for the support of the preacher’s family, shall be 

delivered at the parsonage at market-prices, and shall be plgced 
.to the credit of the Church sendipg.it as family expepa/^s^ 
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13. The B(^rd of Stewards, on their respective charges, are 

requested to co-operate with the ministers laboring among them 
in securing the amount the charge has been requested to collect 
as Conference collection, by private applications to our wealthier 
members, and, if neomary, by public collections in their re- 
spective congregatioBP ; 

14. The respective Boards of Stewards shall have authority 

to retain any surplus Conference collections to meet the defici- 
encies, if any, in the current expenses in the charge where it is 
collected. ^ 

15. The missionaries are requested to solicit donations for the 
benefit of the superannuated preachers, widows, and orphans of 
preachers, together with deficient effective preachers of the 
Conference, from the white membership of the Church under 
their care. 

16. The Presiding Elders shall constitute a standing commit- 
tee to ascertain the names of claimants, and the amount of 
claim each has upon the funds managed by the board, which in- 
formation shall be placed in the hands of some member of the 
board, during the first or second day of the session of the Con- 
ference, annually. 

17. Whenever an effective claimant receives on his work an 
amount equal toja is quarterage, he shall have no claim on the 
funds of this 

18. We reco^melid all our circuits and stations to publish, 
^ from year to year, in one or more of the papers published in the 

district or county, the names of the stewards of each circuit 
and station for the current year.
